The facts 
of every such case are those of 
ignorance, retarded mentality, a 
squalor of poverty and vice. There 
is no ease or luxury in them. 


Prejudice 


Basic in the attempt to discred- 
it aid to children is prejudice. 
Much of it stems from the fact 
that some of the relatively few 
notorious cases recently pubii- 
cized have involved Negro mothers. 
Hence, the pamphlet-press of the 
various hate organizations is filled 
with falsehoods. There is a cam- 
paign to make the exceptions ap- 
pear to be the rule, 


Again, the facts—87 per cent 
of all illegitimate births do not 
receive any federal aid. 


Nor are the 7,250,000 persons on 
public assistance a lot of chise- | 
lers. Some 5,500,000 of these are | 
children, of which only a few are | 
illegitimate. The others are per- | 
sons more than 65 years of age, | 
or those blind or markedly dis- 
abled. They are not bums and 
chiselers. It is significant that most 
of the complaint about aid to such 
persons is from two categories— 
the very comfortable and those 
callously cruel children who have 
not been able to get their aged 
mother or father on the rolls. 


Secretary Ribicoff is preparing 
legislation to modernize the wel- 
fare system. This is long overdue. 
The basic legislation was written 
almost 30 years ago. But the need 
for federal aid is great and legiti- 
mate. The need will not go away. 
It must be met with all the re 
sponsibility a civilized people can 
muster. The real chiselers are 
those who seek to avoid their 
duty to the innocent and help- 
less. |

To Vaporize Space Foe 


DENVER, Colo. (#—Scientists are developing a death ray weapon 
designed to turn anything it is focused: on into a wisp of gaseous 
vapor, Dr. Carl L. Kober of the Martin Co. plant near Denver says. 


The weapon would be partly nu- 
clear-powered and accemplish its 
destructive work by throwing a 
fantastically hot beam on an ob- 
ject, Kober said Friday. 


Kober said in a Denver Post 
interview the weapon is conceived 


as a defensive arm for use by the | 


U.S. Air Force in helping to po- 
lice space in the future.

Bludgeons Into 
Building Blocks 


A seventh grader is big enough to play bas- 

ketball. But not a single elementary school in 

: Atlanta has a gymnasium. School Superintendent 

John Letson says the children need gyms. A couple of good ideas are 
taking shape for getting them. 

First, some horse sense on civil defense arrived in Atlanta this 
week. Paul Visher, the No. 2 man in the federal civil defense 
agency, brought it. ae 

He disclosed that the government probably will make subsidies 
available next year to help build fallout shelters in schools. 

But Mr. Visher emphasized the new program is not going to 
pour federal millions into mere holes in the ground. The very heart 
of the program will be a requirement that school shelters have a dual 


purpose, he said. 
° * > 


For Atlanta’s elementary schools, this ought to mean gymnasium- 
shelters. 

Just as national defense needs are bringing the useful inter- 
state highways into being, so the melancholy needs of civil defense 
can bring their mixed blessing to the schools. 

(Historians in some benign future day will examine with wonder 
this generation’s persistence at turning the overhanging bludgeons of 
threatened war into building blocks of hope from day to day.) 

Another idea comes to Atlanta from Flint, Mich. Each school in 
Flint has a “school director,” a teacher who stays until 10 p.m. and 
keeps the building open. 

Instead of letting the buildings lie dark and empty after school 
hours, Flint uses them as community centers. Children skate in the 
gyms. Housewives’ clubs meet to exercise. Adult education classes 
occupy the school rooms. 

Use of the schools as community centers cuts the need for citi- 
zens to provide expensive and duplicating club houses for an ex- 
panding population. Flint simply turned back to what it already had— 
the school plant—and began using it. ‘ 


Not the least of the plan’s virtues is a return to the old-fash- 
ioned use of the school house as a gathering place for neighbors 
and a stabilizer of the community. oe 

An Atlanta group of school and foundation people has visited 
Flint and come back impressed. With some foundation and other 
money they would like to build a school gym soon in an Atlanta 
neighborhood that needs a recreation center, and see how the pilot 
model works. It ought to work very well in Atlanta. Certainly we've 


spent enough on duplicating buildings. . 
If the expensive threat of war brings gymnasiums to Atlanta ele- 


mentary schools, while the need to economize creates their com- 
munity use, we will have put one more building block of hope in 


place.

PSS The bloody business in Katanga dramatizes 
a the grave issue which is now before the United 
“aaa Nations. The issue is whether it shall revert to 
“a conference machinery,” as Dag Hammarskjold 


put it, or shall be also a tentative venture in international govern- 


ment. 

The intervention of the United 
Nations, as law and order col- 
lapsed in the newly independent 
Belgian Congo, was a bold at- 
tempt to fill a dangerous vacuum. 
When the intervention was de- 
cided upon, there was no visible 
alternative to multiple interven- 
tion by the various powers con- 
cerned, which included not only 
Belgium, France, and Great 
Britain but also the Soviet Union 
and the United States. However 
badly the U.N. intervention has 
gone, the alternative would have 
been much worse. 

Nevertheless, the intervention 
has worked badly, and the reason 
is that it has never had the sup- 
port of the great powers. The 
United Nations is not a world 
government. It is and always has 
been an association of national 
governments in which the most 
powerful ones have a veto on ac- 
tion. This veto distinguishes the 
United Nations from a world gov- 
ernment. 

Dag Hammarskjold’s bold ex- 
periment never had the full sup- 
port of any government except to 
a considerable degree that of the 
United States. The U.N. action in 
the Congo aroused the implacable 
hostility of the Soviet Union. For 
all practical purposes, also the 
United Nations has been opposed, 
not supported, by France, Great 
Britain, and Belgium. 

The Soviet Union took the po- 
sition that, since it disapproved

Pupil Placement 
Likely to Remain 


During the Great Debate of 1958-60, when 
the fate of public education in Georgia was at 


of the Congo operation, it would 
not pay its share of the cost.

The French government has 
taken the same position as the 
Soviet Union.

The combined effect of the U.N.

eliminate from the competence of 
the U.N. all executive action to 
pacify areas of disorder. The 
United Nations would remain as a 
grand piece of conference ma- 
chinery capable of debating and 
mediating for peace but, except 
in some rare case where the great 
powers are unanimous, incapable 
of enforcing peace. 

If this is the way it is, then we 
shall all of us have to face the 
problem of how to contrive in the 
unworkable situation in the Con- 
go something that will work. It is 
not easy to see what that could 
be, and it is not being made any 
easier for the responsible powers 
by the grand abstainers in Mos- 
cow and in Paris.

The door is made even smaller 
by the grade-a-year feature of the 
plan. And then it is squeezed to 
crawl-through proportions by 
starting at the upper end, where 
two forces operate against the 
likelihood or transfer: (1) The 


up positions of leadership at their

ence in achievement levels be- 
tween white and Negro schools is 
more pronounced. 

The NAACP and others who 
would like to move faster argue 
that this difference in achieve- 
ment level is the fault of facilities 
offered to Negroes and not a ra- 
cial difference.

But the point is that whatever 
the cause, the differences do ex- 
ist, and pupil placement is one 
way of handling the problem. Pu- 
pil placement also served and is 
serving the function of absorbing 
the inevitable shocks of aban- 
doning total segregation.

On Berlin, Rusk conceded that 
there were “margins of differ- 
ence” between the Western pow- 
ers on how to approach negotia- 
tions. These differences, he said, 
will be discussed with the foreign 
ministers of Britain, France and 
West Germany this weekend in a 
two-day meeting in Paris prior to 
the annual ministerial conference 
of the North Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganization. 


Nevertheless, Rusk said, the 
heart of the matter is the differ- 
ence between Moscow and the 
West. The West, he declared, is 
united on maintaining its ‘‘vital 
interests” in Berlin and ‘‘the prob- 
lem for peaceful settlement is 
whether the Soviet Union will rec- 
ognize and respect these long-es- 
tablished rights and vital inter- 
ests.’” 


In response to questions Rusk 
made the following points: 


1. The United States supported 
India in her contention that Com- 
munist China was violating her 
northern borders. ““Those borders 
have been well established in law, 
if not in every locality demarcat- 
ed exactly on the ground.” 


2. The United States believed the 
dispute between India and Portu- 
gal over Goa should not be re- 
solved by force and welcomed in- 
dications that the parties did not 
contemplate its use. 


3. The United States was ‘‘not 
very happy’’ about the recent 
sale of British commercial jet air- 
craft to Communist China, but 
“this is one of those transactions 
in the commercial field which 
governments must decide for 
themselves.”’ 


4. He could not speculate on the 
recently published reports that 
Communist Hungary was prepared 
to discuss the future of Joszef 
Cardinal Mindszenty, who has 
been living for five years in the 
U.S. consulate in Budapest. This, 
he said, was a matter to be taken 


up in diplomatic channels.

T’'m not quite sure I can figure out these city 
squirrels. I brought home a pocketful of hickory 
nuts and threw a few down on the back lot to 
see if the urban-minded grays 
would even recognize them. 
They stayed on the ground for 
quite a few hours, and one 
young squirrel tiptoed through

Tet weliliow 1 Gately te oli I vould not 
resist sampling one of those meaty brown kernels 
when a fragment fell into my hand. It was so 
delectable that I started prying more of the 
goodies out of the shell, first with my fingers, 
then with the little blade of my knife. 


For a while I sort of forgot about the squir- 
rels, remembering back to the days when | was 
a scrawny kid down in Newton County. I knew 
where every hickory tree grew within 10 miles 
of my house, and I watched them just as closely 
as the squirrels did, and believe me, in those 
days we had to compete with the gray clan to 
bring home a bag of hickory nuts. 


There is no question that the white and shell- 
bark hickories, along with the chestunt, chin- 
quapin, black walnut and butternut trees, made 
a definite contribution to the welfare of early 
America. They were a source of—how do you 
say it?—healthy, vitamin-enriched food, so per- 
fectly preserved by nature that they would last 
through the lean winter months. 


Though it was time-consuming, not much 
thought was required to crack the hard shells 
and dig out the delicious meat, so a fellow had 
time to think about other things. We would like 
to think that some of the early American philos- 
ophy stemmed from the minds and imaginations 
of fellows who sat and pried goodies out of those 
stubborn shells. Maybe you could call it hickory- 
nut philosophy. 


Nowadays, most of the nuts we use are packed 
in tins and we get them off the supermarket 
shelves. That, of course, is a much easier way. 
litter of hulls where they = i+. not so time-consuming, either. But I'm sure 
we miss a lot -in life by not sitting down on the 
back lot to crack and dig the sweet meat gut 
of a handful of hickory nuts, whether we eat it 
ourselves or share it with the squirrels.

I could envision a hickory forest there, to be 
tended along with the grass, so I had to take a 
different tack to the problem of trying to treat 
my backyard squirrels to a few choice tidbits. 
I found an old-fashioned piece of granite and 
cracked the next handful of hickory nuts with a 
claw hammer before I scattered them in the 
backyard. 


They really went for that banquet treat, but 
instead of carrying the fragments away to be 
eaten in the back lot, they simply sat on their 
haunches and cleaned out the goodies on the 
spot, leaving the

Lags, U.S. Official Says

An estimated $1 billion a year is going into con- 
struction of hospital facilities in the Unted States, but 
there’s still a huge backlog of needed hospitals still to 


be built, said Dr. 


Jack C. Haldeman. 


assistant surgeon 


general for the U.S. Public Health Service, Friday. 


In Atlanta to address the Geor- 
gia Hospital Association Institute 
on Hospital Planning, Dr. Halde- 
man, who has charge of the na- 
tional Hill-Burton program, Said, 
“‘We haven’t yet made any in- 
roads into some areas of need.” 


Among these he listed adequate 
facilities for long-term patient 
care and community mental 
health facilities. 


Dr. Haldeman lauded Georgia's 
program of Hill-Burton hospital 
building, and said, “Your plan- 
ning staff at the Georgia Depart- 
ment of Public Health is che of 
the finest in the country.” 


STATE FUNDS LARGE 


Georgia gets a larger than usu- 
al allocation of Hill-Burton funds 
for hospital building each year, 
Dr. Haldeman said. He explained, 
“Our funds are allocated on the

basis of per capita income, and 
as this state has a low income, 
it receives a proportionately larg- 
er amount.” 


While the United States needs 
a minimum of 22,000 new general 
hospital beds each year, just to 
keep up with the population in- 
crease, another 60,000 beds now 
in use become obsolete each 


year, he Said. 


“We have been building, and 
we keep building,’ he said, “but 
the backlog is still with us.” 


The Hill-Burton program has 
been of particular value in rural 
areas, he said. “From 1930 to 
1945, there was a gradual drain- 
ing off of younger physicians in 
rural areas. The old physicians 
stayed there and were dying 
out. Younger physicians didn't 
want rural practices, so they 
stayed in the cities. 


“Then, with the Hill-Burton 
program, the trend was re- 
versed. When the younger men 


found they could have a rural 
‘practice with the advantages of 
hospital facilities, they once again 
began to look to the rural com- 
munities to establish practices,” 


| he said. 


| PSYCHIATRIC PLANNING 


| Dr. Haldeman emphasized the 
|need for ‘“‘planned’’ psychiatric 
beds in general hospitals, but 
warned, “I don’t say every hos- 
pital needs them. I think the beds 
should be in general hospitals, 
but according to plan to benefit 
both the general patients needing 
| psychiatric care from time to 
time and the psychiatric patients 
needing medical care.” 


While advocating more general 
_hospital beds for psychiatric pa- 
tients, Dr. Haldeman predicted 
that “20 years from now, we 
can do a great deal in cutting 


out, doing away with the huge 
mental hospitals we now have. 
In England, they think they'll 


| have cut their psychiatric hos- 
| pital beds by half within the next 
| 10 years. Maybe we can’t do quite 
this well, but when we develop 
community mental health facili- 
ties we will have gone a long 
way toward this goal.”

He gave four reasons why he feels that Commu- 


nism is wicked. They were: 


“1. It crushes man’s highest instincts. 

“2. It destroys man’s noblest imperative. 
“3. It belittles man’s natural dignity. 

“4. It is a menace to man’s individuality.” 


The urgent need in America today is for patriots, 
Toles feels. That is, for people who will put right what 
is wrong in their own lives and in the life of this na-
